tigated the cases arising In. New York 
of fraudulent naturalization certifi- 
cates being sold to aliens in which, ar- 
rests were recently made. 
They re- 


port that thousands of forged certifi- 
cates have been sold to immigrants in 
New York. 


They learned thai the purpose was 


not to facilitate the admission of im- 
migrants into the United States, but 
to permit male immigrants to secure 
work on the subway and other im- 
provements in New York, as under the 
state laws only citizens can work on 
improvements of that kind. Chief 
Wilkie of the treasury secret service 
has received information that in New 
York City a very large number, proba*1 
bly aa high as 5,000, aliens were given 
these certificates and charged exorbi- 
tant prices for them.

live so well on earth, our planet ia the 
only habitable one and that life is pos- 
sible on this tbe terrestrial globe alone, 
I can only say that it is not good sci- 
ence. It Is rather the reasoning of a 
fish convinced that nothing can live ex- 
cept in water.

It reminds me of an an- 
ecdote about Charles V., who, on being 
asked where the center of tbe earth 
was, planted his sword in the ground 
and said: "The center is here. It is 
where I am.' 


"The universe being infinite, compos- 


ed of a multitude of, stars, suns and 
planets, its center is nowhere. Our 
mind is so formed that we cannot con- 
ceive of the universe otherwise than 
as infinite. The theory in question Is 
the reawakening of an old Biblical the- 
ory, according to which God, having 
created man in his owu Image and like- 
ness, manufactured a world to suit 
him. 
The Greeks had analogous ideas. 


They said that 'man Is the measure of 
things.' Tbe aphorism is pretty, but it 
Is false If taken from an absolute point 
of view." 


M.t Loewy said: "Dr. Wallace's aa- 


eeitlon that the latest discoveries lu as- 
tronomy and accepted theories regard- 
lug tbe proportion of light tend to 
prove that the stars are limited iu num- 
ber is doubly false. In cvrtain parts of 
(he heavens we do not see any stars, 
but it would be madness to conclude 
that the end of the universe bad been 
reached.

"In regard to light, it is an admitted 


theory that luminous waves from a 
source of light are transmitted with- 
out losing anything of their intensity. 
Therefore, it is said, if the stars were 
infinite in number and equally distrib- 
uted throughout the unh erse it would 
be as light by night as by day 
Those 


arguments ure not embarrassing:. First 
of all. It appears certain that tbe star* 
tre not regularly distributed, but are 
i?rouped in masses in vast agglomera- 
tions. 


•"And as for the light theory, it has 


only been verified over relatively small 
distances, but light, which travels at a 
rate of 77,000 leagues a second, takes 
100,000 years to come from some stars 
to the earth. It is quite possible that 
ever such vast space it is diminished 
much in Intensity. 


"The earth is by no means in a priv- 


ileged situation, nor is the sun the cen- 
ter of the universe. There are so many 
stars bigger than the pun that not a

The-Mexican war proved the.vajue of 
the United States volunteers in con- 
tradistinction to the militia and the 
world-never saw better armies than 
those composed of the "volunteers of 
18)31 to 1865. The national guard or- 
ganizations were recognized in 1898, 
but no, effort was made to call into 
service the "militia"' as contemplated 
by the constitution. In all" proposed 
legislation for improving 
the militia 


many varying opinions arje advanced 
as to __ interpretations of the constitu- 
tion. This does not obtain in regard to 
United States volunteers, wno, once 
mustered into the service, are on the 
same footing exactly as regulars, ex- 
cept as to length of enlistment At the 
outbreak of the war with Spain, con- 
gress" enacted that hereafter in 'War, 
the army shall consist of the regular 
army and the volunteer army; in the 
former, enlistments are for 
three 


years,^and in the latter for two years 
This departure from'the teachings of 
the civil war was not called for by 
any emergency; t an 
enlistment 
for 


"three years or the war" should be 
required ot all volunteers, for, if this 
is not done, it makes it difficult to fill 
the ranks of old and valuable regular 
regiments where the three years' enl 
hstment prevails.—FromN "The 'War 
Department—Military Administration" 
by Gen. W. H Carter, U. S A., in the 
June Scribner's.
